He came to the United States at the age of seven. He came via steerage, 
and on the crossing was about the biggest nuisance of six children a Welch 
mother was bringing over to rejoin a husband and father who had preceeded 


them by a year. 

At eleven he was working in a steel 
amill at Sharon, Pa., learning the trade 
of puddler. He had a hard life and 
he made the most of it. 

From Sharon to Mooseheart was a 
rough road and none but the “Jim” 
Davis brand could have endured the 
hardships thereof without tossing the 
sponge somewhere along the route be- 
tween Pittsburgh, Pa.; Birmingham, 
Ala., or Elwood, Ind. 

At forty-three he heard of a fra- 
ternal, organization called the Loyal 
Order of Moose and joined it and at 
forty-four he was director general of 
it and is to-day. He increased its 
inembership from almost nothing at all 
to over a million and established phi- 
lanthropic enterprises for children 
which must command the admiration 
of all men. Meantime, they say, 
“Jim’’ Davis took a commission of a 
collar a head on all new memberships 
and ipso facto a million new members 
netted him a ranking as a millionaire. 

No one in Washington ever heard of 
“Jim” Davis before his name was an- 
nounced as the Secretary of Labor in 
the Harding Cabinet. Senator “Jim” 
Watson of Indiana, who gets precious 
little credit for the things he does in 
politics and a lot of criticism for things 
he does not do, is held by those who 
know with having put Davis into the 
Cabinet. 


WATSON HAD A THEORY 

There was a good story about that 
too.

I would believe them 
under ordinary circumstances and bet 
my money on their judgment, except 
for the factor of the Davis luck.

Davis had the Pennsylvania Guber- 

natorial bée in 1925. It so happened 


there was a coal strike at the me. 
Calvin Coolidge elected to keep hands 
off and to profess that the ‘“Jackson- 
ville agreement’? which Secretary of 
Commerce Hoover had brought about 
was none of the Government's busi- 
ness when Secretary of the Treasury 
Mellon's Pittsburgh cgal/companies did 
not wish to abide by it. Secretary of 
Labor Davis tried to mediate the dif 
ficulty. 

As correspondent of the Philadelphia 
Public Ledger I printed the fact that 
President Coolidge had admonished his 
Secretary of Labor to kindly mind his 
own business and cease meddling in 
coal strike conciliations for which the 
Secretary of Labor had a statutory 
mandate to meddle in.
